KELTNER DEAD 


Fireman. Die<A From Iiijurieti in 
Wreelc—Story of Disaster. 


Firem an C. C. K eltner, who w as so ter^ 
ribly burned in the explosion of engine 
341 near Greenview Sunday m orning, died 
from his injuries early M onday m orning 
a t P assav an t ho.spital. < 


The rem ains of Engineer Upton, 
of 
Bloom ington, »who w as killed 
by the 
explosion, w ere taken to Bandford, Pa., 
w here the interm etit to o k ^ la c e . 
H e is 
.surviv'ed by a wife and two children. He 
carried 17,000 life insurance. 


The rem ains of F irem an K eltner w ere 
taken to Indiana on the afternoon train 
M onday, w here they w ere interred. 


A fu rth er description of the terrible^ ac­ 
cident. Is contained in the following; 


“W hen the partly» demolislied 
train 
cam e to a standstill am id the w reck and 
steam ing debris of the big locomotive, it 
w as a heart.rending sight which greeted 
i:;e first spectators to reach the scene. The 
m ain tru ck s of the engine w ere turned 
a t right angles w ith the track, while the 
boiler w as blown over in the corn field 
north of th e track, a distance of 150 feet, 
w here It stru ck the ground and turned 
d e a r over. The fire box w as blown south 
of the trac k over in a pasture, a distance 
of liu yards, w hile other p arts of the 
engine were found 250 yards from w here 
the explosion .occiii-red. There, w ere four 
cars dem olished,' while an other c a r w as 
derailed. The shock of th e explosion wa.*s 
felt in tjie city of Greenview. 


“Conductor Thomp^:on, of the freight 
train, w'as the first i>erson to reach the 
wrecked engine. 
H is very first^ thought 
was to discover the w hereabouts of the 
engineer and firem an and to save- their 
lives if possible. He soon discovered E n ­ 
gineer U pton lying ju st outside the right 
of w ay, over a barbed w ire fence in a 
corn field. 
A glance told him th a t the 
engineer 
w as 
dead, 
and 
Conductor 
Thom pson began to look for the fireman. 
H e w ent to the other side of the tra c k 
and found Firem an K eltner 'lying there 
am id the debris unconscious and burned 
in a fearful m anner. 


“The force of the explosion w as terrible, 
hurling the holier some 100 yard s to the 
northw est, w here it lay a tw isted and 
hardly recognizable m ass of Iron and 
pipes in a c o rn . field. 
W hen it fell it 
landed perpendicularly and tore up - a 
large p a rt of the earth, then fell over on 
Its side. A cross the trac k from this corn 
field 3is a large p astu re ^belonging to H o­ 
m er Tice. 
A boht ISO yard s from> the 
wrecked engine w as the crow nsheet and 
firebox, so large th a t had a house stood 
in its path it would have crushed the 
dw elling to sm all particles. 
A- long dis­ 
tance from this down slope of a hill in 
the sam e p astu re w as found th e bell, 
while b its of sheetiron, asbestos lining, 
pipe,/ bolts, screw s, etc., w ere strew n 
all over th e northeast end of the pasture. 
M any of these pieces were picked up and 
carried off by relic hunters.*'

Sept. 8 .-A ftcr deliberating 
for several w eeks over a m ass of docu­ 
m ents subm itted by postofflce inspectors 
the federal grand ju ry to day returned 
seven Indictm ent In the postal cases, in­ 
volving six persons. All indictm ents were 
kept off public record and both officials 
of the d istrict attorney’s office and of 
the postofflce departm ent refu.scd to dis 
cuss the nam es or ^details of th e indict 
m ents until the p ak ies indicted are a r­ 
rested. The identity of the indicted indi­ 
viduals is th u s left a m a tte r of con 
jecture. 
It is expected a rrests will oc 
cur to m orrow m orning an d the post 
office departm ent will have som e an 
nouncem ent to m ake during the afte r 
noon. 


The grand ju ry s action probably m arks 
the beginning of the end of investigations 
th a t have been in progress since the 
middle of la st M arch. 
Several of those

ttONUMENT UNVEILED 


The Battle of I«ake George Com­ 
memorated by a B eaatlful 
Shaft. 


Lake George, N. Y., Sept. 8.—In the 
presence of thousands of people from the 
surrounding country and the governors 
of New York, M assachusetts and Con­ 
necticut and representatives of patriotic 
.societies of New York and New England, 
the bronze m em orial com inem orating the 
battle of I^ k e George w as unveiled to 
day. The figures of the m onum ent repre­ 
sent Indian Cliieftain K ing H endricks, 
dem onstrating to G eneral Johnson the 
futility of dividing his forces. 
The fig­ 
ures which stand on the granite pede.stal 
are nine feet. high. The day’s cerem onies 
began w ith a review of troops by the 
q u artet of governors. 


The oration of the day w as delivered 
by Senator Chaunccy M. ^Depew. 
Ad- 
dres.ses were delivered also by Governors 
Odell, 
of New Y ork; C ham berlain, of 
C onnecticut; 
M cCullough, 
of ?4ermont, 
and L ieutenant Governor Guild, of M as­ 
sachusetts. A letter from^^ P resident Roose­ 
velt expressed regret a t being unable to 
be present and com mended the object of 
erecting the m onum ent. 


L ieutenant G overnor (5uifd in hi.s ad- 
dre.ss m ade a vigorous defense of the 
sta te m ilitia, saying: 
“N ever has there 
been a tim e when the citizen soldier, sol­ 
dier of the people, deserved more earnest 
.support than to day. 
It is bad enough

I congrratulate you upon your actioii 
and conductjn this particular. Many con­ 
ferences were held, prior to the passage, 
of this law^ between the representatives 
of organized labor and the representatives 
of the statf. I had the privilege of being 
present at nearly all of these conferences 
apd it afforded me great plea.sure. after 
thes(> conferences were over, to refer to 
the labor representatives who partici­ 
pated therein, in the following words, 
which apiieared In my last biennial mes' 
sage to the general assembly, namely: 
The true friends and real representa 
tlves of organized* labor are not exorbi­ 
tant or unreasonable In their d&mands 
upon this important subject.

In their conferences 
witif the labor lenders, found them, while 
very .much In earnest, al.so very conserva­ 
tive and prudent in the reasonings ui>on 
the subject. They have agreed that the 
penal Institutions cannot be conducted 
without either increased appropriations 
or some income-acquiring system to take 
the place of the pre.sent one; also, that 
convict.s must not be maintained in Idle­ 
ness. They fully realize that the present 
•Hystem is not the fault of recent adminis­ 
trations, but simply a system inherited 
from a former génération, and In all their 
movements have been as .sensible as they 
have been insl.<itent upon .some relief. They 
and their cau^e are entitled to the most 
respectful, throuf^htful and helpful con­ 
sidération* from the. general a.'»sembly." 
LAIiOR AND THE STATE OrARI). 
It follows very naturally after talking 
to you thus about your successful appeal 
to tlie law and the state that 1 should 
now apiieal to you In behalf of the law 
and the state In another particular. There

these troops, what hope could 
ther<^be of over6binHiK riot, and mob and 
lynching.

I believe that your answer will 
be that you will stand by the law and the 
state and its guard, and that you will not 
dlseotiragé, young men from going into 
the state gturd. whose only business la to 
enforce thelaw and prevent violence. Let 
It be the proud boast of Illinois labor that 
ft de»e» not ask leglslaUon from the- state 
and then given nothliqif in rétürn, butithat 
on the contraiT. In return for the' much 
desired legislation which the state has 
given to the laboring men—Im return fgr 
this—the laboring Jnen of lllnols give,;

I met the other day d miner—St. Clalr, 
of Hillsboro-^a member of a labor union, 
who was also a soldier 1« the army of the 
American union, 'forty * years ago. 
Me 
like others who knew both the organiza­ 
tion. side and the patriotic side of the 
labor unions, assured it was not po.*» 
sible that the labor unions would encour­ 
age violence by dlscoxiraglng enlistment iri 
the forces of the state. I remember that 
it was .that splendid labor leader, John 
Mitchell, who only last year, repeatedly 
decelared, when testifying, under oath.be­ 
fore the coal strike commission appointetl 
by President Roosevelt, that organized 
labor never endorsed violence and that 
those who winked at violence were the 
ver>' worst advisers of labor organizan 
tions.

general, senator and three times gover­ 
nor. asked President Gompers whether It 
could be possible that organized labor ad­ 
vocated or advised the use of dynamite 
again.st policemen or other .officers of the 
law—which was the charge against the 
anarchists growing out of the Haymarket 
massacre—that I remember that President 
Gompers’ reply was an emphatic i“no‘’ 
••no”—“no!”
